Governor H. L. Davis today by Sec­ 
retary Hoover. 
In a telegram to the 
Ohio governor the com m erce secre­ 
tary declared that coal operators in 
that state would welcome some sort 
of voluntary arrangem ent for estab­ 
lishing fair prices in Ohio. 
“I am inform ed,” Mr. Hoover said, 
“that coal mines now opening under 
Ihe Cleveland agreem ent in Ohio are 
dem anding from $7 to $10 a ton for 
coal. 
In the meantim e, the public 
utilitines of Ohio are asking us for 
priority 
orders 
against 
southern 
fields w here the price Is $3.50. You 
w'ill recognize that in this situation, 
if we are to give priorities as 
re­ 
quested, it would not be just either 
to the operators, to persons in great 
need of coal in other states, in view 
of the additional supplies in Ohio.” 
Mr. Hoover recalled that under the 
Garfield scale the average price for 
run mine coal in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict was about $2.50 a ton, but ad­ 
ded that the recent wage scale repre­ 
sents a large increase over the base 
of pay at the tim e the Garfield scale 
wras fixed.

Banishment of 
political offenders, abroad or within 
Russia, without trial, is decreed in

19.—The 
airplane as a means of entering and 
exploring 
the 
vast 
deserts 
and 
jungles and other places unknown to 
civilization is proposed by the Chica­ 
go Aviation News, organ of the Avia­ 
tion Club of Chicago. 
A trip into the northern extremi­ 
ties of Canada 
by 
two or 
three 
planes, equipped 
for 
hunting 
big 
game, 
locating 
minerals, oil. 
rare 
stones and metals and to explore and 
photographically map the country, is 
proposed and a call made for opin­ 
ions as to the trip’s feasibility 
There are many 
places on 
the 
earth’s surface, it was pointed 
out, 
where civilized man has never stood. 
The interior of Africa, considered al­ 
most impenetrable, would be but a 
few 
days’ 
trip 
for 
an 
airplane, 
equipped with two or three motors, 
any one of which would be able to 
fly the machine, and with recessible 
landing gear 
which 
enables 
safe 
landing on almost any ground, it was 
asserted. 
"Labrador is almost an unknown 
country because of the length and 
severity of winter 
climate, 
travel 
being possible only during the two 


summer months of July 
and 
Aug­ 
ust,” the publication said. 
‘An air­ 
plane could travel to the center of 
the peninsula in three days, 
spend 
fifty days in exploration and return 
before September 1st.

JOPLIN, Mo., August 19—A $50,- 
000 residence, the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Freeman in honor of their 
late son, Orley, has been accepted by 
a committee of fifty persons, repre­ 
senting the protestant churches of 
Joplin, as a protestant hospital open 
to everyone. The hospital, with $30,* 
OOO worth of equipment and more 
facilities being planned, was opened 
two days later. 
All worthy charity cases and per­ 
sons who could not otherwise afford 
hospital treatment are to be treated 
at the Orley A. Freman Memorial 
hospital 
without 
charge, it is an­ 
nounced. The hospital, however, will 
be self sustaining, it is hoped. Should 
there be any profits, the surplus 
funds will be spent In improvements 
or in the purchase of additional 
equipment and supplies or else they 
will be donated to charity at the re­ 
quest of Mr. and Mrs. Freeman. 
A complete medical and nursing 
staff is to be maintained and the 
institution will accept patients from 
any surgeon or physician w’ho wishes 
to send them there. Equipment valu­ 
ed at $30,000, including tw'o X-ray 
machines and a quantity of radium 
for the treatment of cancer, physic­ 
ians say, has already been installed. 
In addition, it is planned to start 


a subscription fund for $50,000 for 
necessary 
improvements and addi­ 
tional hospital necessities. The cam­ 
paign would be handled through the 
protestant churches of the city, the 
civic clubs and Masonic bodies, it is 
planned. 
Mr. and Mrs. Freeman offered the 
home, including four adjoinin lots, 
to the Y. M. C. A. some time ago, but 
that organization felt that it was not 
in a position to handle a hospital. 


OZARKS TOMATO 
CROP TO BE SHORT 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., August 19.— 
Because of the later planting season 
in Southwest Missouri and in North­ 
ern Arkansas the tomato crop this 
year from the Ozarks will probaolv 
be only about 70 per cent of the pack 
in 1920, it has been estimated by 
Springfield dealers.
